McDonough, Ga., June 24.—(Special Correspondence.)—When passenger train No. 7, of the Southerh railway system, from Macon to Atlanta went through the culvert over Camp creek, near 
this place Saturday night, for a plunge of fifty feet, at least thirty-one persons went to their death, 


Only nine persons were rescued. None of them are seriously injured. 
The wreck on the Southern, which is said to be by railroad officials now at the scene the most disastrous in the history of the state, occurred at 9:50 o'clock on Saturday night. 


The train reached the station at this point on time and was given the signal to go ahead. 

Unconscious of the danger ahead, Engineer J. I. Sullivan sent his engine down the track to the culvert, where the awful plunge was made. A blinding rain 
cident. It had been in progress all the day and through it Flagman J. J. Quinlan ran to tell the operator at McDonough of the accident. 

The flagman was wildly excited as he told in brief his account of the wreck, and then fell fainting to the floor. 

Only a few moments were required to arouse the people of McDonough to the fact that the most horrible railroad wreck this state had ever known had occurred within two miles of their

THE FEARFUL SCENE AT THE WRECK BEGGARED DESCRIPTION. 


The scene when they reached the place where the accident occurred beggars description. All that remained of the train, which was composed of the engine, a combination car, a day coach 
and a sleeper, was a mass of ruins that in the dim light appearred to be only a mass of splinters. ‘ 
To add to the horror of the affair, the wrecked cars caught fire and the rescuers were forced to fight the flames while they sought to take the victims from the ruins. 
. So heroically did the rescuers work that only three bodies were at all burned—one, that of D. C. Hightower, was a victim to the fire, and two of the unidentified bodies, one of a white man and 


the other of a negro, were badly burned. | | 
The engine of the train evidently had almost reached the opposite end of the bridgework before the trestle gave way. This is evidenced by the fact that when the wrecking crew arrived the 


engine was on one side of the creek and the Pullman on the other. 
The entire structure, wea!-ened by the floods, had collapsed while the train was upon it. The culvert had been constructed upon the ordinary plan with an open arch in the center and gradu- 


ated piers on either side. | 

The heavy rains which have been prevailing in this section and throughout the country north of here for the past several weeks have so increased the size of the streams that brooks have 
become creeks. and creeks have been turned into rivers. Not anticipating rains such as this section has seen, the constructors of the culvert, when the old trestle was torn away about five years 
ago, built it with the idea of confining the waters of Camp creek, and for the purpose it was sufficient. 

Saturday, however, the creek of Friday became a river. Instead of retaining its usual width of five feet and a depth of tvjelve inches it increased to a width of about one hundred vards and 
had an average depth of twenty feet. The pressure of SO great an amount of water was too great for the culvert and when the weight of the passenger train was added to wéaken it, the struc- 
ture gave way, precipitating the entire train into the raging creek. The sides of the culvert which were of granite were washed from their foundation. Portions of the culvert in solid pieces 
were washed variou distances from two hundred to three hundred yards. The main pieces which remained intact were washed about thirty feet. 

3y light of the burning coaches the rescuers worked until they had accomplished what they could do for those of the victims who were alive. A number of thrilling rescues were made. The 
manner in which the only two women were rescued was remarkable. Miss Mary B. Merritt is of Boston, where she is a teacher in a schol of oratory. She and her pupil, Miss Clara Alden, 
also of Boston, had been visiting in Macon and were en route to Boston. Both occupied berths in the Pullman. 


When the plunge was made they found their end of the car almost entirely submerged. 
Going upon the platform, which was an exhibition of nerve since the water was almost to their chins, they climbed to the roof of the Pullman and walked up the inclined car to the further 


end, where they stood calling for help. . 
They were the first to be resuced. A rope was thrown, which each in turn grasped and in that manner were brought safely to the point from which the cars had fallen. These brave vounge

OF THE GREAT DISASTER AS HE SAW IT 
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WALTER POPE, OF ATLANTA, TELLS FilS 
EXPERIENCE; FIRST MAN OUT OF CAR 
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Jesse F. Rohr, a traveling salesman from Baltimore, Md., one of the survivors who was practically uninjured, ar- 
rived in Atlanta at 7:45 yesterday evening, having driven from McDonough to Hampton, where he took a train on the 
Central, 

When seen by a reporter of The Constitution at hig room in the Kimball house, last night, Mr. Rohr was reclining 
upon a sofa narrating his remarkable escape to a dogen Atlanta friends. Save for a pain in his head, and a strained and 
stiff feeling in every part of his anatomy, he was feeling pretty well, he said. 

His story !s as follows: 

I had just exchanged a few words with Pullman Conductor Cressman, and he had left me with a laugh on his 
lips from a joking remark I had made, when I felt myself picked up , as it seemed, by something like a cyclone, and 
twisted and hurled headlong, I didn’t know where. A terrific crash rent the air, and I felt an awful concussion. The 
roaring sound of water reached my ears, and I put out my hands and felt the bodies of my fellow passengers piled 
up around me. It was pitch dark, understand, In the sleeper, the shock having put the lights out. When the situa- 
tion dawned on me, I think I was first to speak, and I asked those of the gthers who were able, for God's sake to 
let's get out of there. ‘ 

J. J. Quinlan, a flagman, was the hero of that car, and he got seven of Us out of that death hole by the light of 
a lantern that he had presence of mind enough to secure from the place in the corner where the Janterns are kept. 
The coach was lying on its side, at an angle of 10 or 15 degrees, and it sounded as though the water was rushing 
through the lower end of it. ‘Through the upper end we went—Quinlan, gur guide; E, E. Mack and E. Schryver, of 
Chattanooga; myself; Walter Popa and J. C. Flynn, of Atlanta, and T. C. Carter, the car porter. Imagine, if you 
can, the position of the coach lying on its side, and think of having to crawl along the narrow passageway bé 
tween the wall of the smoking compartment and the side of the Pullman to the door. 

When we got on the rear platform, the illumination from the hurning coaches forwWard aided us in climbing 
to the top of the coach, where we hung for dear Nfe for two mortal hours before help came from McDonough, The 
scene about us was something I can’t describe to you. The other coaches were smashed into kindlingwood and 
burning. <A black mass of water that looked to me like the Mississippi river and had a roar like Niagara, was rush- 
ing just beyond our car, In the midst of the burning ruins, and just behind us a clay bank rosé forty or fifty 
feet above, down which precipice -we had fallen. It was raining pitchforks 211 the time, and the action of the water 
on the clay bank gbeye us made it crumble away, and great avalanches came crashing down every once tn awhile, 
bringing with them fie after tie as the railroad track was eaten away. - 

We had been on the coach but a short time when we heard a sound that we al] took for the fgint whistle of an 
approaching train, We were in momentary fear of another train piJing upon us. As we strained our ears to lis- 
ten, the sound was found to be the moan of someone imprisoned in the coach we were on, and when we answered 
with a shout, the voice of a woman reached us, crying “Save me! Save me!’’ I will never forget how that cry made us 


Walter Pope, of 104 East Ellis street, secretary and treasurer of the Yellow Pine Lumber Company, who was a 
nassenger on the Pullman car of the {1l-fated Southern train, and who was the first person to leave the car after the ac- 
cident, tells a graphic story of his escape and of the experience of himself and other passengers. 

Mr. Pope was not badly hurt, although he is strained and is confined to his bed by sore muscles. 

He tells the following remarkable story, in which he pays tribute to the bravery of the fireman of the engine and 
to the flagman: : 

I was sitting in the smoking apartment of the sleeper with Mr. Mack, Mr. Schryver, Mr. Flynn and two other 
gentlemen. The train had waited some time at McDonough and we were going at a lively rate just about the time 
We should have crossed the culvert. We were laughing and talking, when suddenly we were thrown violently for- 
ward in the seats by a shock that could have been nothing less than the reversing of the engine. Then came a 
deafening crash and we found ourselves mixed up like a crowd of football players and somewhat bruised. 

The sleeping car seemed to be standing on an end and we made efforts to extricate ourselves. Two of the 
others were twisted together and I climbed over them and reached the rear door, finding myself on top of the wreck. 
The others followed in rapid succession. 

The sight which met my eyes in the dim light is one that will remain with me. The engine and baggage © car 
were submerged in the rushing torrents of water. The first-class passenger car had broken in two and was torn to 
splinters. On top of this mass of wood and fron stood the sleeping car. 

There were two ladies in the sleeper and we heard them ‘groaning. We could not tell how badly they were burt 
and all our efforts to rescue them were fruitless. The conductor was in the front end of the car and I learn that he 
was instantly killed. / 

The flagman was in a terrible state and displayed remarkable courage and energy. He said there was a train 
following from McDonough and that he must get back and stop it without fail. We were, I imagine, about thirty 
feet from the top of the embankment and the little fellow went at the soft mud like a squirrel. We aided him as 
much as ressible, and finally he reached the top and went to McDonough, 

I made an effort to reach the top of the bank, but was too heavy. Mr. Flynn tried and his experience was one 
p—iwe-tee-most remurkalie of which I ever heard. The earth gave wey with him and he plunged into the creek. I thought 
he was lost, but learn that he went under the entire wreck, carried on by the rushing waters, and came out in a corn- 
field half a mile from the scene of the disaster. 

The most thrilling and heartrendir.g feature of the entire affair was the fire. It broke out from one side of the 
engine and fed on one-half of the splintered passenger coach. The Pullman sleeper would have been burned but for 
the fact that the coach broke in twv end left a gap through which the water rushed. When the flames reached this 
gap they could go no further. 

By the light of the flames I could see a man at the window of the engine cab. Frem his pcsiticn I imagine he

Filipinos’ Peace Proposal Returned

Manila, June 24.—10:45 a. m.—Genera] 
MacArthur has given a formal answer to 
the Filipino leaders who, last Thursday, 
submitted to him peace proposals that 
had been approved earlier in the day by 
a meeting of representative insurgents. 

In his reply he assured them that all 
personal rights under the United States 
constitution, excepting trial by jury and 
the right to bear arms, would be guaran- 
teed them. 

The promoters of the peace movement 
are now engaged in reconstrucing the 
draft of the seven clauses submitted to 
General MacArthur in such a way as to 
render it acceptable to both sides. 

The seventh clause, providing for the 
expulsion of the friars, neral MacArthur 
rejected on the ground that the settle- 
ment of this question rests with the com- 
mission headed by Judge Taft.

Sullivan, and to the caboose was attach- 
ed a special car taken on at Flippen, the 
station just north of McDonough. 

The grief-stricken widow cf Engineer 
J. T. Sullvan, who was taken at her re- 
avest to the scene of the wreck vester- 
day morning, returned to the city on the 
sy ecial coach previded by the road. 

In spite of the strong effort of the 
Southern to. keep the crowd of curious 
sights ers away ir order that the bodies 
might be handled without trouble, there 
were 1,500 persons at the Peters street 
grossing when the first train from the 
awful scene arrived. A curious fas.

Weird Scene at the Crossing. 

The crowd at Peters street crossing 
gathered before § o'clock last night. No 
one seems to have informed the crowé 
that the bodies would be taken off at 
that point, but the people came on as by 
intuitive instinct. Presently the wagons 
of the funeral directors drove up to the 
crossing and watted and the curious 
crowd was convinced. It rained mean- 
tame and the torches of the dusky train- 
men, as they ran here and there across 
the wide area of track, lit up the place 
with a fiftful and death-like glamour. 
When a switch engine came by, foréed to 
slow up, by the great element of danger 
the crowd made a wild dive at it, peering 
in to see if by any Chance it carried dead 
bodies. Finally the dead came ‘and the 
people had to be driven back with police 
clubs to keep them from interfering with 
the undertakers and thelr work. There 
were in the big crowd the sisters and 
wives of the men known to have been 
or thought to be in the terrible Wreck:

Admital Kempff’s dispatch giving the 
first definite news of the shedding of 
American blood on Chinese soil came ear- 
ly this morning and was turned over to 
Secretary Long as soon as he arrived at 
the department, With Admiral] Crowin- 
shield, the secretary carried the dispatch 
to the white house, where, on the presi- 
dent’s return from church, it wag laid 
before him. The determination thereup- 
on was reached to order Admiral Remey, 
in cammand of the Asiatic squadron, from 
Manila to Taku, on board the armored 
cruiser Brooklyn. The secretary and Ad- 
miral Crowninshield returned tothe navy 
department, where the necessary orders 
were dispatched to Admiral Remey. The 
effect of this transfer is to make Taku 
the headquarters of the Asiatic squadron. 
The Brooklyn is expected to sail at once, 
today, if possible, as the orders sent con- 
template getting the admiral on the scene 
at the earliest moment, The advantage 
of this, it was officially stated, Is not so 
much in adding the strength of the 
Brooklyn to the fleet already there, as 
the fleet is considered by Secretary Long 
tn be quite adequate, as it is in allowjng 
the authorities here to deal directly with 
the situation in China insteag of through 
the circuftous communications by way of 
Manila. 

Trip Will Take a Week. 

If the Brooklyn starts today, as ex-

Admiral 
Remey reported that the vessel had been 
stripped of her officers, presumably for 
duties on the other vessels, and for this 
and other reasons it was not deemed ad- 
visable to send her. Chief among these 
reasons is the fact that the typhoons 
now raging in eastern seas would make 
a voyage of such a vessel as the Monad- 
nock with her low freeboard very uncer- 
tain. She would have to be towed the 
greater part of the distance and this 
would delay the arrival in Chinese wa- 
ters of any other ship which would be 
sent with her. Secretary Long said he 
expected that Admiral Remey, with the 
flagship Brooklyn, would get away from 
Manila promptly for China, probably to- 
night. 

No further news came from $dmiral 
Kempff during the evening. The Chinese 
offidials, according to advices received 
here, are apprehensive as to the possible 
effect of the. landing of foreigyg troops 
on thefr territory. Minister Wu's advices 
show this to be the case and they are 
using every effort to avert such action, 
because of the effect it may have on the 
people. Today the minister feceived a 
dispatch from the viceroy of Hu Nan and 
Hupe, central provinces in China, on this 
subject. The viceroy had been in con- 
guitation with other high officials of the 
empire as a pesult of which they commu- 
nicated with the Chinese representatives 
in this and, European countries directing 
them to request the governments inter- 
ested not to send further troops to Tien 
Tsin. While the government is mak- 
ing every effort to suppress the operations 
of the boxers because of the excitment 
which such steps would cause among the 
natives. The cablegrams said the author- 
ities fear the consequences of the intro- 
duction of these bodies of foreign sol- 
diers, and hope that it may be stopped. 
Mirister Wu laid the matter before the 
secratary of state and it will receive the 
attention of this government. Minister 
Wu characterizes as ridiculous the re- 
port that the empress dowager has de- 
creed the extermination of ail the foreign-

Eng- 
le2.4 claimed the credit of saving the 
United States from a European war, 
but the decisive werd which blasted the 
meddling project was spoken from St. 
Petersburg. 

It is reported, in addition, that there 
is a possibility that the death of the 
Russian minister was due to poison, 
applied with criminal intent. If such 
be the case, new and endless avenues 
of speculation are opened up, sufficient 
to cause European diplomats many 
sleepless nights and = anew popu- 
lar interest in the dev8lopments of the 
next few weeks.

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RATIONS OF REPUBLICANS.

When the bill came to 
the senate the repub.icans refused to pass 
it, ar even to consider it, although the 
democrats in the senate made every effort 
to have ‘the bill taken up and passed, The 
republicans could have passed the bill any 
day, but they did not wish to pass it, and 
had not the slightest idea of passing 1% 
By stopping it'in the senate they intended 
to please the trusts. By this course they 
also hoid a club over the trusts to make

“The platform declares in favor of an 
isthmian canal, The republicans are also 
playing fast and loose on this guesion. In 
the Jast session of congress they, with the 
co-operation of the democrats, passed the 
bill through the house for the construc~- 
tion of the Nicaraguan canal. When it 
came to the senate it was blocked by the 
republicatss. The democrats were urgent 
for its passage and ft could have been 
passed in the senate any day, and thus 
have become a law, but for the opposi- 
tion of the republicans.

Havana, Jpne 24.—A strike has occurred 
among laborers employed by the Havana 
Electric Company, Cubans and Spantards, 
on the ground that they do not receive 
the same wages as Americans who do sim- 
ilar work. They claim that the Americans 
receive 40 cents a day more. To this 
the contractors reply that the Americans 
are worth far more than Cubans as work- 

men. 

The Independencla, taking the matter up 
and complaining it illustrates the Amer- 
ican method of treating Cubans, says:

Johnston, Hood and For- 
rest were all men of medium size. Sher- 
man was of small stature and very thin. 

Our big generals from the Virginia 
army I never saw, and so I cannot de- 
scribe any of them, except Longstreet 
and Gordon—both men ,of medium size, 
with nothing in their stature to attract 
special attention. 

In the course of the past few years 
covered by these reminiscences I made 
up my mind that a man’s height and 
the size of his head had nothing to do 
with his ability. 

In savage days, in the early history

Aaron Burr, the most brilliant of Ameri- 
can politicians and lawyers, was a man 
of medium stature with a very small 
head. 

Andrew Jackson, tal] and spare, with 
a small head, held his own with such 
grand-looking men as Benton. 

Moreover, he commanded the respect of 
such giants as Webster and Clay.

Judge Hopkins used to tell me that two 
very opposite looking men would always 
have the best of it before an audience, 
and I can easily see that he was right.

Voice and manner count for a great 
deal, but no definite rules can be laid 
down. 

Toombs, Hill and Douglas were rapid,

spoke in a shrill, womanly voice. 
Yet all of these speakers commanded 
attention. 


I have attended important public meet. , 


ings, when a man of imposing presence, 
like Toombs or Hill, would come on the 
platform and at once there was an 
expertant and respectful silence through- 
out the crowd-> 

The stately presence of these men led 
the audience to expect something worth 
hearing and they were not disappointed. 

On similar occasions I have seen Ste- 
phens, apparently too feeble to stand 
alone, and his appearance produced the 
same effect. 

People wondered whether this apparent. 
ly dead man could speak at all, and his 
very first words always produced a pro- 
found impression. 

Just after the - war, when Stephens had 
been released from Fort Warren, he spoke 
here at the old Davis hall. 

We packed the house, and at the ap- 
pointed hour the curtain began to rise 
very slowly. 

“Good gracious!” exclaimed a young 
lady behind me, ‘“‘that table has six legs!”

He never spoke longer than 
half an hour, and the New York de- 
cisions and the records of the United 
States senate show that he never failed 
to carry his hearers wiil: him.

WORN SILVER COINS MUST 
BE RECEIVED IN PAYMENT 
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As everybody is frequently possessed of 
“slick’’ or smooth dimes or plugged, mu- 
tilated and battered nickets, and either of 
these coins might be the last in his pos- 
session, awkward results might follow; 
60 it is wise to learn if the common car- 
riers have any legal right to refuse such 
coins. Most people have had them re- 
fused at one time or another and have 
never questioned the right of the person 
to whom they were tendered to reject 
them. 

But no one hag any legal right to re- 
Ject such coins. The law of the land 
Strictly defines what coins are to be re- 
jected and the reasons for their rejection. 
and the nickel and dime are not included. 
This is the law on the matter reduced to 
ordinary language: So long as the coin— 
whether it is a dime, a quarter, half dol- 
lar, dollar or a nickel or cent—is distin- 
guishable a a genuine United States 
coin and its denomination can be ascer- 
tained, the fact of its being-alick or worn 
smooth doesn’t count; it is good, lawfu! 
money, is @ legal tender, and no good 
citizen who respects the law should re- 
fuse it. 

Are “slick” silver coins good money 
and legal tender? Yes. Is the objection 
that they are sworn smooth a legal objec- 
tion to accepting them? No. Do gshop- 
keepers who refuse them offend the law? 
Yes, for ignorance of the law is no ex- 
cuse is a well known legal maxim. 

The idea of these shoopkeepers that the 
dime-or quarter worn smooth is no good 
is Just contrary to the decision of four 
courts—the jury court, the supreme court 
and the court of errors and appeals of 
the state of New Jersey and later the 
Supreme court of the United. 

A conductor on a street railway in Jer- 
sey City one fine day, when walking was 
good, refused a silver dime tendered him 
by a passenger because it was smooth. 
The passenger declined to produce any 
other money at the request of the con- 
ductor, who thereupon ejected him from 
the car. The man brought a sult for 
damages,.and it cost the railway com- 
pany $5,000 to learn that one cannot re- 
fuse the lawful money of the United 
States and treat it with contempt because 
vad isn't as young and fresh ag it used to

tion reject perfectly good money. There 
is no limitation put on the time when 
silver coin céases to be coin—that in, 
loses its legal tendet character. The 
Statutes place an express limitation on 
the legal tender character of gold coin— 
loss of weight by abrasion affects those— 
but that limitation does not extend to sil- 


ver coin, and the provision of the statutes 
is that silver coin shall be lawful tender 
s0 long as ft remains lawful money of 
the country. 

The opinion published by Chief Justice 
Fuller, of the supreme court, in the 
“slick” dime case: “This particularity in 
the limitation and allowance as to gold 
coins is not found in the case of natural 
abrasion in silver coins. The difference 
is very noticeable and important in a 
question of statutory and legislative in- 
tention. It seems by these statutes that 
so long as a genuine silver coin is worn 
only by natural abrasion, is not appreci- 
ably diminished in weight and retains 
the appearance of a coin duly issued 
from the mint it is a legal tender for its 
original value.’’ 

Now, as everybody knows, a silver coin 
can go through a frightful amount of 
hard usage, even to being run over by the 
wheels of a heavy freight train, and still 
unmistakably present the appearance of 
& coin'which was issued from the mint. 
So this opinion ts farreaching. This de- 
Cision was, as has been said, on the 
smooth dime case, but it applies to all 
silver coins and to smooth nickels and 
cents. So long as the coin is distinguish- 
able as a genuine United States coin and 
its denomination can be ascertained, the 
fact that it has been worn smooth by 
passing from hand to hand or by any 
accident does not take from its purchas- 
ing power. Every good citizen who re- 
Spects the law will accept It. 

But suppose a conductor hands back 
& plugged nickel or even a nickel with a 
hole in it, saying, “You can’t ride on 
that,” what would you do? Ten chances 
to one you would accept his ignorant 
dictum and hunt for another coin or give 
him a bill to change But the truth is 
that he would be exceeding his rights. 
There is not a word in the law about 
mutilated coinage which includes nickels 
or cents. The law expressly forbids the 
lightening or mutilating of gold and sil- 
ver coins, but does not mention any other 
coins. The section of the United States 
revised statutes which covers this point 
Says: “Every person who fraudulently, 
by any way, art or means, defaces, mu- 
tilates, impairs, diminishes,  falsifies 
scales or lightens the gold or silver coins 
which have been made or hereafter shall 
be made at the mints of the United 
States, shall be imprisoned not more than 
two years and fined not more than 
$2,000."" 

Not a word about pennies or nickels, so 
the individual who gcis by mistake a 
Lendful of plugged or hattered nickels 
and pennies in his pockst teed feel no 
pricklings of conscience when he io turn 
tries to pass them. They ars lawful ten- 
der and, more than that, the shopk :eper 
rho s wares for sale is compelled 
by law to accept them. If he ts captious 
about it, he can quickly be brought to 
reason by quoting law on the subject.

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SOUTHERN OFFICILS SAY WRECK 
S “AN INEVITABLE. ACT OF G00” 


Superintendent Jones of Macon Division and Superintendent 
Vaughn of Manta Make Statements 


WRECK WAS UNAVOIDABLE

Flagman Quinlan Is Pralsed for His 
Promptness, . 


SUPT, VAUGHN MAKES STATEMENT 


Both Officials Are Guarded in Their 
Utterances—Vaughn Says Track 
Patrolling Force Has Been . 
Doubled Since Heavy 
Rains Began. 


Soutthern railway officials who could be 
induced to talk about the wreck yester- 
day were very guarded in their state- 
ments, and but little of any value could 
be learned from them regarding the prob- 
able cause of the washout. They claim 
that the washout was due to no inherent 
weakness in the solidity of the roadbed 
or the trestle spanning the creek into 
which the train’was plunged. Superin- 
tendent Jones, of the Macon division, on 
which the wreck occurred, refers to the 
affair as ‘‘one of the inevitable acts of 
God.” 

Superintendent Vaughn, of the Atlanta 
division, disclaims any knowledge of the 
details of the wreck. 

Superintendent Jones speaks in terms 
of high praise of Flagman Quinlan, who 
gave the first notification of the wreck. 
He says: 

“Mr. Quinlan acted with great prompt- 
ness and heroism in spite of grave ob- 
stacles.”’ 

Following are statements from both 
Superintendent Jones and Superintendent 
Vaughn: 

Macon, Ga., June 24.—(Special.)—Super- 
intendent A. Gordon Jones, of the Macon 
division of the Southern railway, returned 
tonight after 8 o’clock from the scene 
of last night’s wreck at Camp creek, 
where he has Leen all day superintending 
the removal] of the wreck and the recovery 
of dead bodies. The Constitution corre- 
spondent had an interview with Superin- 
tendent Jones at his residence tonight rel- 
ative to the wreck and it causes, 
Superintendent Jones says the accident 


cloudburst, and a great downpour of water 
rushed with terrific force against the cul- 
vert, sweeping away the strong and mas- 
sive stone masonry. 
‘Tt can only be explained as one of the 
inevitable acts of God. It seems that it 
was the result of a ‘terrific rainstorm or 
cloudburst, something similar to that 
which caused the Johnstown flood.”’ 
Description of the Culvert. 
The culvert was splendidly construct- 
ed and nothing except the terrible power 
of a mighty force could have swept the 
culvert out of position. The culvert was 
forty feet wide and upon it rested an 
embankment of dirt fifty feet high. When 
the waters had swept the culvert away 
they commenced to wash away the em- 
bankment for a hundred and fifty feet, 
and when the passenger train, at 10 
o'clock last night, came thundering along 
and got upon the track, it gave way, ard 
the entire train, from engine to Pullman 
sleeper, went down with a terrific crash, 
a distance of fifty feet to the water and 
darkness below. 

The accident happened on a straight 
stretch of tracks, and - Superintendent 
Jones says it is his opinion that the en- 
gineer saw the track stretched out before 
him in an apparently safe condition, not 
being aware, of course, that the culvert 
and embankment had been swept away 
from under the tracy. The stream that 
ran through the culvert is ordinarily very 
smal and at no time has been considered 
dangerous, but by reason of the cloud- 
burst last night it became a veritable 
flood, | 

The great rain fell about 7:30 o'clock. 
The ill fated train plunged to its doom 
at 9:45. The waters had for more than 
two hours been madly raging and dashing 
against the culvert and embankment. The 
passenger train which left Atlanta at 4:25 
o’clock yesterday afternoon for Macon 
passed safely over the culvert, about 6 
o'clock, and nothing unusual was ob- 
served at Camp creek. There was no roar- 
ing waters at that time. Engineer Gar- 
ner, of the down train, says everything 
appeared to be all right there when he 
passed, but he reported to Superintendent 
Jones that there had been a very heavy 
rain at Conley’s, a point higher up the 
road. The northbound train was due in 
Atlanta at 9:45 p m., but did not leave 
McDonough until about that time, as it 
waited at McDonough an hour for the 
Columbus train, over. the Georgia Mid- 
land, which always connects with the 
Southern upbound train from Macon for 
Atlanta. But the Columbus train did not 
come on to McDonough at all, being held 
up at Griffin because of a washout on the 
Georgia Midland between Griffin and Mc- 
Doncugh. Had the Columbus coach been 
attached to the Pullman sleeper, as is 
nightly the case, it, too, would have gone 
down at Camp creek and perhaps every 
one in it would have been killed. 

Notified of the Accident. 
Superintendent Jones was in his office 
at Macon last night about 11 o’clock, hav- 
ing been called there.to give directions 
about repairing the washout on the Geor- 
gia Midland between Griffin and McDon- 
ough. Superintendent Jones was suddenly 
startled by being informed by the operator 
in his office that the operator at McDon- 
ough had telegraphed that the Macon 
train had plunged into the washout at 
Camp creek and the train was on’ fire. 
The McDonough operator said that the 
flagman on the Macon train, Mr. J. J.

office, wet and bloody, and had reported 
the accident and then fell to the floor in 
a faint from the loss of blood from his 
injuries received in the wreck. 

Flagman Quinlan is the hero of the 
wreck. It seems that he was on the rear 
of the Pullman when the accident occur- 
red, and now he escaped death or serious 
injury was remarkable. So soon as 
possible after the fatal plunge, Flagman 
Quinlan crawled out from among the 
dcad, dyirg, fire, water and wreckage, 
and, though badly hurt as he was, he 
limped his way a mile and a half back to 
McDonough ‘and told the operator af the 
vreck, and then rank into unconscious- 
ness from pain and exhaustion. Had 
Flagmen Quinlan not been able to go to 
McDonough and tell the news, it might 
have been hours before information of 
the acctient would have been had, and 
some other train might have come on and 
gcne plunging into the wreck.. His he- 
rcic deed is worthy of all commenda- 
tion. He came beck to Macon tonight 
with Superintendent Jones. 

When the wreck occurred there was a 
freight train at McDono1.gh, and Super- 
intendent Jones ‘at or:ce directed that the 
e:'gine be cut loose and take McDonough 
rhysicians at once to the scene. Thus 
it was that in a very few minutes after 
Superintendent Jones heard of the wreck 
he had a relief train en route to the 
rcene, and he followed fron: Mico. short- 
ly afterwards ahd remained at Camp 
Creek all day. 

Quick Work of Relief. 

Superintendent Jones says he has seen 
worse wrecks than this one, but never one 
where the percentage <f deaths was so 


great. On the train, not ineluding the 
Pullman coach not a person escaped 
ative. Everybody was killed; only the 


lives of persons in the Pullman teing 
saved. ; 

The train conetfsted of the engine, a 
combinaticn baggage and coach, a regu- 
lar passenger coach and the Pullman 
ccach. Thre were ten persons in the 
Pullman car and twenty-seven persons 
in the two cars and on the engins. All 
of these twenty-seven persons were xill- 
ed. Of these twenty-seven, at least six- 
teen of them were Southern railway peo- 
ple and eleven were passengers. The en- 
tire ,regular crew of the train was killed, 
except Flagman Ouinlan, and he only 
escaped by being on the rear end of the 
Pullman, where it was his duty to 
be. 

It is a singular thing that the only one 
of the ten persons in the Pullman who 
vas killed was the Pullman conductor, 
It is not known how 
he met his death, but his body was found 
floating dead in the water 200 yards from 
the train. The only other bruise found 
on him was a slight abrasion on the head. 
It is possible that Se may not have been 
in the Pullman at the moment of the ac- 
cident, but the Pullman porter says that 
he thinks the conductor was reading in 
section 4 of the Pullman when the train 
went down, 

None of the seven passengers in the 
Pullman were badly hurt, several re- 
ceived slight injuries. When the Pullman 
fell it caught upon its trucks and did not 
turn over, nor did it catch fire, and does 
rot appear to have sustained very se- 
rious damage. The other cars and the 
engine were wrecked. 

The combination baggage and coach 
fell upon the overturned engine and 
caught on fire from the fires in the en- 
gine. Fire was also communicated to the 
regular coach, und the two coaches were 
burned. 

In answer to the question about when 
the bridge would be replaced and trains 
be running again, Mr. Jones said: 

“Nearly all the material necessary to 
replace the bridge is on the ground, and 
within twenty-four hours after the ma- 
terial is in place the bridge will be com- 
pieted and trains running again. 

“The depth of the ravine over which the 
bridge passes is so great as to require 
fifty-feet. piling, and we did not have 
any that length in stock. The piling has 
been supplied, however, and was on its 
way to the place when the down pas- 
eenger train from the scene of the accl- 
dent arriv2i at Macon.” 


Superintendent Vaughn Talks. 

Superintendent W. A. Va@ghn, of the 
Atlanta division, of the Southern reil- 
Way, was seen last night and asked for 
a statement, as an official cf the South- 
ern. giving the road's side of the catas- 
trophe. He said: 

“Any official statement about the matter 
giving the cause of the wreck and the 
details of the catastrophe will have to 
come from Superintendent Jones, of the 
Macon division of the line. The accident 
occurred on his division and he has full 
charge of the work of clearing away the 
wreck and looking out for the killed and 
injured passengers. He is reporting to 
the headquarters of the company in 
Washington, 

“Tie wired me the list of casualties, 
showing the names of veven yassengers 
and fifteen employees of the road and in 
addition three bodies as yet unidentified.

“The name of Elder Henson, supposed 
to have been a traveling man from Flor-

ed, This is practically the only informa- 
tion I have about the matter. 

“Ever since the recent heavy rains set 
in engineers have been ordered to exer- 
cise the utmost precaution in running 
their trains. The force of trackmen who 
patrol the tracks has been doubled and 
“the roadbed closely watched. This fact 
accounts for the number of employees 
who were on the wrecked train. Super- 
visor D. Y. Griffith, whose name appears 
among the list of the dead, was going 
up and down the division seeing that his 
men were all attending to their duties 
when he met his death. 

“Uniess the rain continues all day to- 
morrow as it has today, Superintendent 
Jones hopes to have the track in con- 
dition to resume the regular schedules 
of all trains by tomorrow night. In the 
meantime our trains to Macon will run 
over the tracks of the Central of Geor- 
gia.”

ANXIETY AT COLUMBUS YESTERDAY 


Supposing That Connection Had Been 
Made as Usual, It Was Thought 
That the Columbus Peo- 
pile Were Among the 
Victims, 


Columbus, Ga., June 24.—(Spectal.)— 
Great anxiety was caused in Columbus 
today by the wreck on the Southern rail- 
Way near McDonough. The uncertainty 
relating to two features of the terrible 
affair did much to cause the distress here. 
The evening train from Columbus to At- 
lanta over the Southern gues from tyre 
to McDonough, where the Columbus 
coach is coupled onto the Macon train, 
and jis then carried fo Atlanta as part of 
the Macon train, the same train that 
was wrecked last night. 

In the absence of definite information 
it was not known last nfght, or early this 
morning, whether or not the Columbus 
train had made the connection, as usual, 
but in the absence of news to the contrary 
it was presumed at the time that it had. 

The second feature of uncertainty was 
the lacation of the wreck. If it occurred 


' below McDonough, the Columbus passen- 


gers were, of course, not in jit, but if it 
happened above that point, as the last 
reports seemed to show, there was 4 pros- 
pect that the Columbus passengers had 
shared the fate of the others. 

By what is regarded as almost an !n- 
terposition of divine providence the Co- 
lumbus train did not cdénnect with the 
Macon train at McDonough, however, It 
happened that there was 4 washout near 
Luella, which is between Griffin and Mc- 
Donough, and on account of this fact the 
Columbug train was unable to proceed 
to McDonough. ‘The washout was at In- 
dian creek. The passengers were of 
course annoyed at this unlooked for de- 
lay and did not dream that it was to 
this fact, probably, that their lives were 
saved. ’ 

Some of the passengers spent the night 
at Griffin. They were delayed elghteen 
hours in getting into Atlanta, 

On account of the general trouble along 
the line the Southern train from Atlanta, 
due here at 9:50 this morning, did not get 
in until 5 o’clock thig afternoon, 

For several hours today it was not 
definitely known that the Columbus train 
had failed to connect at McDonough and 
when the news finally came authorita- 
tively that a washout had prevented con- 
nection, the relatives and friends of those 
aboard were deeply thankful.

Grand Rapids, Ia., June 24.—Charles 
Mefford, a maniac, at 5 o'clock this morn- 
ing, killed James Fitzsimmons, fatally 
injured Joseph Drake, seriously and pos- 
sibly fatally injured Mrs. James Fitzsim- 
mons, slightly injured Miss Kate Fitz- 
simmons and then ended his own life. 
Mefford was twenty-seven years old and 
had been insane for a number of years. 
Two years ago he was tn the Independ- 
ence asylum for a short time, but es- 
caped and was never returned. He was 
not generally considered dangerous. 

Saturday night about 10 o’clock, while 
clad in nothing but a shirt, he darted out 
of his home, a raving maniac. He was 
seen two or three times between then and 
midnight, but the police failed to find 
him. Shortly before § o’clock this morn- 
ing Reginald Andrews, the janitor of the 
old ladies’ home, was awakened by crash- 
ing glass, The next moment Mefford stoo 
by him, stark naked, swinging a i 
yoke. He shouted: “‘Your time has come.” 

“What time do you mean?’ asked An- 
drews. 

“T have murdered one whole family to- 
night and I am going to kill you next and 
then everybody in the home,” replied Mef- 
ford. 

Mefford swung the neck yoke and tried 
to brain Andrews. The latter dodged and 
grabbed the weapon, threw Mefford on 
the bed and choked him until he begged 
for mercy. Then Andrews agreed to give 
him a bath, a suit of clothes and some 
breakfast, which apparently satisfied *him. 

Rushing through the house Andrews 
lecked the twelve cr fourteen o0!4 ladies 
in their rooms, notified the »olice hy tel- 
erhone and then ran acrose the street to 
the home of Josrph Drake for assistanco. 
Crake dressred, picked up a revolver and 
they startel ‘out. As they did so Mef- 
ford, carryirg an ax, was seen to mMunge 
thrcugh a wirdow in the home of Jemes 
Fitzsim’rons, obort 15) yards awnav. As 
he entered the room Mr.s Fitzsimmons 
uttered a ecream. Mefford swung the 
ax and brought it down toward her head. 
Her uplifted arm saved her life: the arm 
vas broken in two places and she sus- 
tained a serious scalp wovnd. 

Mr. Fitzsimmons, hearing ‘he scream. 
ar shed into the room and grappled with 
the maniac. Mefford shook him off and 
set the ax crashing tnto his skull eptit- 
ting his head vide open. Then, Cashing 
up stairs, Mefford attacked Niss Kate 
Fitzsimmens, inflicting a number of se- 
vere scalp wounds. 

When he came down statrs Drake had 
just entered the hcuse. Drake dro;.ped to 
his knees to shoct. Thre time he at- 
tempted to shoot Mefford, but there were 
four empty chambers in the revolver and 
each time the hammer came cown on 
one of them. Then Mefford struck him 
on the head with the ax. A seecon4 and 
third blow followed and Drake fel! over. 
Andrews escaped the maniac again, 
Mefford took Drake’s revolver and rar 
out of the house. After running several 
blocks he put a bullet into his breast 
just below the heart. Running on two or 
three blocks farther he sat dwn on the 
curbstone. Placing the revolver to the 
center of his forehead, he fired again. 
He continued to wave the revolver above 
his head. Eut just as one of the officers 
grabled the revolver from behind, Mef- 
ford fell over into the gutter deal.

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Our sermon today is by Rey. Cc. B. 
Dowman, president of Emory college. His 
subject is “Picture Galleries of the Soul.” 
The. text is “Every man in the chambers 
of his imagery.” Ezekiel, vili:12. The 
text, of the sermon follows: 

A company of preachers travelling 
through the country stopped at a farm 
house for dinner. While the old gentle- 
man, the host, was abseht from the room 
they began to speculate as to what de- 
nomination he belonged to. One of the 
number said that he could tell by notic- 
ing the chapters in his Bible that show- 
ed most frequent reading. His conclu- 
sion was confirmed when the gentleman 
returned and was asked? the question. 
Give me access to a man’s library and I 
can tell his literary taste. 

“The pictures with which a man adorns 
his walls, especially if he has opportunity 
of selection, will show the cast of. his 
mind and will often show the character 
of his morals. The subject which I have 
announced was suggested to me soma 
years ago by reading an essay by J. G. 
Holland in “Gold Foil on Vices of Imag- 
ination,” and the thoughts that have 
been accumulating in my mind will not 
stay unsaid. The imagination is a noble 
faculty of the mind, the representative of 
image-making power. Without the im- 
agination we should have no art, no poet- 
ry, no eloquence. It takes facts and ex- 
periences and puts them together in new 
and attractive forms. It paints pictures, 
builds castles, lifts the soul out of the 
prosaic and the commonplace into higher 
skies, sweeter music, lovelier landscape 
than‘ever greeted ear or eye. 

“I have always been a dreamer and 
hénce have sympathy with dreamers. In 
imagination I have lived a thousand lives, 
some good and noble, some low and self- 
ish. I would not rob youth of its day- 
dreams, but would regulate and elevate 
them. The imagination may be abused 
its powers perverted. Hence this faculty 
should be under the control of correct 
principle and enlightened science. 

“A picture gallery in the home is pos- 


‘sible only to the very rich. Littlé pieces 


of canvas, of only a few square feet, 
painted by some great artist cost many 
thousands of dollars. But every one 
has a picture gallery in his mind. It may 
be what he makes it; a chamber of hor- 
rors, &@ sensuous paradise, or a realm of 
pure thoughts and noble deeds. The 
scenes in this gallery may change with 
the rapidity of the drama and present 
all varieties of the views of the kaleido- 
scope. There is a chamber of the mind 
to which each man keeps the key. He 
lets in no one but himself. His most 
intimate friends never see inside it. When 
be enters he goes unobserved and turns 
the key on the inside. Imagination makes 
every man a painter, and in his chamber 
of imagery he gazes on the pictures he 
has already made and adds others to his 
My friend, if I could spend 
a few minutes in this picture gallery of 


_ yours I could tell what sort of a man 


you are. Other signs may fail but the 
revelations of this chamber are infallible. 
If I could portray on these walls, in this 
presence, the events and scenes of your 
personal and private lives, many cheeks 
would turn pale and few would be able 
to face the record. But iff the pictures 
we have made in the chambers of our 
imagery were cast upon the screen I 
doubt not we should all be overwhelmed 
with shame and confusion. 

“T have been into my own chamber and 
from what I have found there I may be 
able to tell something about what is in 
yours. 1, The pictures reveal our van- 
ity and selfishness. It is a scene of 
awarding college prizes to successful 
competitors. Your hand receives the 
most costly medal, upon you is bestowed 
the highest honor. In crowded court- 
room or in legislative hall, you, my 
young friend, are the orator whom all 
applaud. In the lottery of business spec- 
ulations you draw in the capital prize. 
Your horse wins the race, you hold the 
winning hand at cards, it is in your favor 
that the quotations on futures turn, and 
you pocket with satisfaction your neigh- 
bor’s margins. It would make you blush 
to be caught in so harmless a thing as 
admiring your own face in the mirror. 
We should hide ourselves in shame, could 
others see how we have made our own 
persons the prominent and always the 
successful figures in all these pictures 
in our mind’s. gallery. 

*"2. The character of these pictures in- 
dicates the ruling passion of the life. 
There may be good pictures as well as 
bad and while all might show our weak- 
ness, they would still show what in live 
we would rather be and do. Is ambition 
your passion? Your pictures will show 
its gratification. Do you desire to be a 
leader of society? Your pictures will rep- 
resent social success in which you are 
the ‘admired of all admirers,’ Is your 
aim in life to secure fortune? Your pic- 
tures will show wealth, generally won 
without labor, pouring in upon you. Have 
you some pet project? Your picture will 
represent your invention a success, your 
scheme recognized, your hobby will lead 
a triumphant procession. Is your mind 
turned to lower and baser things? Close 
the doors lest pure and innocent eyes 
be deluded and debauched by the pic- 
tures of your unholy imagination. Upon 
what one most desires will his thoughts 
dwell—‘As a man thinketh in his heart, 
50 he Is.’ 

*3. Many who dare not indulge in vic- 
fous practices take secret satisfaction in 
dwelling on these mental pictures. Here 
is an illustration from Dr. Holland. An 
old dog, Rover, dared not hurt the cat, 
for he had been severely chastised for 
89 doing, but kept her in constant tor- 
trent by pretending that he was going to, 
and no doubt in imagination lad chased 
her and killed her a thousand times. It 
takes the sheriff to make some people 
hcrest, the penitentiary to keep some 
People from crime, the condemnation of 
putlic opinion to keep some people from 
cpen immorality. Many who would 
shrink back inhorrorfromthe commission 
of actual crime with the exclamation, ‘Is 
thy servant a dog that he should do this 
thing’? shut themselves in these cham- 
bers of their imagery end revel in sights 
and scenes which yould be entirely for- 
eign to their habits if enacted in reality. 
They go in imagination wh«cre they would 
not dare te go in reality. Vice in its own 
nature, undieguised, is so hideous that it 
has no charm, but when woven into ro- 
mance, and covered with flowers it al- 
jures the fancy to the defilement of the 
seul. 

“Read in Matthow, v, 28, Christ's con- 
nent on the seventh commandment, and 
extend the application to others. And so

behind the closed doors of the chamber 
of imagery we cculd note the steps that 
have led to dowrfall in the pictures of 
the imag'nation, which becoming more 
and more realistic, have educated the 
ran for those acts which have involved 
hir. in disgrace and brought reproach up- 
or. the cause of God. Horribls as the hot

The announcement of the death of Dr. 
W. B. Stradley, pastor of Trinity Meth- 


_odist church, was recetved wifh sorrow 
| by the members of that congregation yes- 


terday, when many of them assembled, 
as usual, in the auditorium of the church 
at the hour of the morning service. 

The news that Dr, Stradley had breath- 
ed his last at the home of his father, in 
Monroe county, Tennessee, reached the 
city at an early hour yesterday morning, 
and it was not long before the congrepa- 
tion of Trinity church, to Whom Dr. 
Stradley was devoted, and who returned 
his devotioh with equal fervor, were fp- 
formed of the sad intelligence. 

The board of stewards of Trintty church 
was called together at 11 o’clock vester- 
day morning at the church, on Whitehall 
street, for the purpose of arranging the 
plans for the funeral of the beloved pas- 
tor, as far as they could be arranged 
from this city. A committee of the board 
of stewards, consisting of E, W. Martin, 
Judge I. P. Westmoreland, J. M. Skin- 
ner, W. C,. Mansfield and George Knott, 
was appointed to go to Hiawassee college, 
Monroe county, Tennessee, to represent 
tne congregation at the funeral service, 
it being wncerstood that the interment 
will take place today at that place. Mon- 
roe county was the home g Dr. Stradley’s 
childhood, and &® is there that the mem- 
bers of his family have been buried fur 
several generations nast. 

The committee from Trinity church left 
Atlanta yesterday afternoon at 4o0’clock, 
over the Western and Atlantic, for Chat- 
tanooga, where arrangements will be 
made to reach Monroe county and Hia- 
wassee college at ithe earliest posstble 
moment today. The devotion felt for the 
deceased pastor by the members of his 
congregation is attested by, the great 
number of wreaths and floral offerings 
confided to the committee of stewards be- 
fore their departure. Every organization 
of the auhrch and all connected “with the 
church phid their simple tribute to Dr. 
Stradley’s memory in this way. 


Rev. Dr. Bigham, of the Methodist 
church, was appointed fo accompany the 
stewards, as the representative of the 
Methodist ministry of Atlanta. 

The devotion of the sexton of Trinity 
church for Dr. Stradley was often com- 
mented upon by the members, and at his 
earnest recuest the stewards decided yées- 
terday to send him along with the com- 
mittes., 

The death of Dr. Stradley, which has 
brought such deep regret and sorrow not 
only to the members of Trinity church, 
but to the Methodists of Atlanta, was due 
directly 10 a stroke of parafysis, which 
came upon him several days ago, and un- 
der which he sank rapidly.

Georgia Delegation Leaves for Kansas 
City Next Sunday. 


LARGE PARTY FROM STATE 


Majority of Democratic County Or- 
ganizations To Be Represented. 


LITTLE DISCUSSION OF VICE PRESIDENCY 


+The Delegates Will Go to Convention 
Unpledged to Any Candidate 
for Second Place. 


The reprerentatives of the femocra'y 
of Georgia will leave on a spectal train 
for Kansas City next Sunday evening at

This campaign opening 
to be conducted by Governor Teddy 
Rocsevelt. promises to be a unique affair, 
but in view of the nerve displayed by the 
Rough Rtder on other oecasions, this 
Kansas City undertaking really appears 
to be nothing out of the ordinary.
